ANIMAL TAX AMENDMENT ORDINANCE 

No. 8 of 1924 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE PENALTIES UNDER 

THE LAW RELATING TO ANIMAL TAX. 


RE IT EXACTED by llie Hit'll Commissioner of Palestine 
with the advice of the Advisory Council tliereof:- 


1. Any person who, without written permission from a 
District or a Revenue official, prior to the (‘numeration of the 
animals of any area lor tin* purposes of the assessment of the 
animal tax, removes from that area or conceals the whole or part 
of his animals, and any person who is accessory to such removal 
or concealment shall he liable, in addition to the penalties 
prescribed hy the Ottoman Regulation of 20th Djemad l, 1305, 
to a line not exceeding £E. 15 or imprisonment not exceeding 
one mouth. 


In the case of animals belonj'inj' to a tribe or subtribe, the 
Sheikh of the tribe or sublribe shall he liable to the said penalty.
